Ve did have a room which we called 
the oratory; we did have some odds 
and ends of stained glass set into the 
form of an altar which we believed to 
be of correct dimension, 39 inches 
high, wide enough, —¥ enough, and 
with a crucifix above it: the candle, 
too, burned here so frequently that 
‘when it went out, the place seemed 
strangely dead. 
| Tt was only when our privilege came 
imany weeks ago that we suddenly 
irealized the magnitude of our under- 
taking; the obligation of placing this 
thought, thie task before all else; the 
almost utter helplessness of doing 
anything like justice to the royal Vis- 
itor; resting our hope in the worth of 
‘motive, of effort, and the consoling 
parable of the Widow's Mite, we turn- 
ed the burden of the problem over to 
that dear child of Lisieux, who so 
suddenly became Venerable, Blessed, 
and a Saint; to her who has been term- 
ed by the City of the Caesars, the per- 
fect model of Christian virtue. 

Our first inspiration was to search 
for a house-wrecker, to find through 
him, material of beauty and worth, as 
it was torn from its habitual resting- 
place; fine, carved, wood paneling— 
doors and glass rewarded our search. 
Then the artisan, with the energy and 
the skill to combine this heterogeneous 
material into a thing of harmony. A 
boy of twenty, the son of an Italian 
cabinet-maker, was secured, Day by 
day passed. Material secured without 
any definite purpose, gradually fell 
into place, as though by plan. Stalls 
were fashioned. The old altar served 
as a base upon which was laid carved 
walnut, dark with age. As we pro- 
ceeded the thought of an altar of glass 
took shape; giase as a translucent 
medium, glass as a reflecting medium; 
stained lass and mirrored glass 
found their proper places. The black 
iron wood crucifix from India, with its 
ivory corpus hung against a bed of 
ruby glass, transmitting sunlight from 
behind Frem altar top to Gothic ceil- 
ing was laid an expanse of amber 
glass, mirrored behind and reflecting 
the light which fell upon it, as a sheen 
of gold. The mirrored plate glass of 
the altar top, multiplied the images 
which fell upon it, giving a sense of 
fluidity and depth. 

The top of the pilasters forming the 
altar ends by a simple treatment be- 
came nooks for indirect lighting, and 
lastly, we learned some of the secrets 
of laying real gold leaf. 

The oratory adjoined another large 
room, the partitioning wall was open. 
ed, lovely old oak and mahogany doors 
were hung, and we suddenly found 
that the oratory had become «& sanc- 
tuary, and the new room a chapel. 

And then we learned the need, the 
specifications and the source of altar 
stones, the necessity that this be flush 
with the altar top, in arder that the 
Chalice resting upon it may not be in 
danger of falling. 

But what did we know of altar 
linen? We soon found that three 
were needed; that the Precious Blood 
of the Sacrifice might be absorbed, 
should a drop fall on the cloth cover- 
ing the altar top. Two of these cloths 
covered the altar and it was neces- 
sary that the third reach to the floor 
on each side; then there was distinc- 
tion between the linen used: Ther 
was the so-called ordinary linen, and 
the sacred linen. The purificater for 
cleansing the Chalice, corpora! on 
which it rested were marked with « 
cross. This sacred linen would form 
the swaddling clothes of the new-born 
King.

“Catholic Action.” The Holy Father continues: 

“In effect, Catholic Action consista not merely of the 
pursuit of personal Christian perfection, which is, however, 
before al! others its first and greatest end, but it also con- 
sists of a true apostolate in which Catholics of every socia! 
class participate, coming thus to be united in thought and 
action around these centers of sound doctrine and multiple 
social activity, legitimately constituted and, as a result, 
aided and sustained by the authority of the bishops. 

“This chosen legion of Catholics, thus united and at the 
disposition of the ecclesiastical hierarchy, receives its man- 
dates from the same source from which it receives its vigor- 
ous impulse. That is why, because of its divine mandates 
from the Church and its hierarchical! apostieship, Catholic 
Action will never be of a materia! order, but celestial ; never 
political, but religious. Moreover, social] action should be 
mentioned to good purpose, since it tends to extend the reign 
of Christ. thus to procure for society the greatest good and, 
consequentiy, everything that goes with it; that is to say, 
al] those things which by nature belong to a nation and are 
ealled political,—welfare that is not private or individual! 
but common to al! citizens. 

“A noble end that which Catholic Action can and ought 
to attain is pointing out the obedience due the laws of God 
and the Church, and in keeping itself outside of and above 
all political parties. Animated and sustained by such a 
spirit, Catholics ‘who participate in the apostolate of the 
hierarchy can not fail to promote, as an ultimate end, the 
union of all the faithful of ali nations in religious and moral 
order and, as its supreme end, the diffusion, the defense and 
the practice of Christian faith and doctrine in individual, 
family and civil life. 

“Tt is easy to understand how Catholic Action in its 
practical realization should vary according to the difference 
in age and sex, and following the varied conditions of times 
and places, in such fas tion that the organization for young 
people should be principally the work of education and pre- 
paration, and those of maturer years should direct their 
apostieship into a wider field so that no type of welfare 
activity will be excluded or neglected in so far as it pertains 
in some fashion to the divine mission of the Church.

_ St. Helen was a British Princess, 
| and the mother of the firat Christian 
_Emperer, Constantine. St. Helen, al- 


though a convert late in life, became 


a model of faith and piety. Although 
a lady of! dignity and position, she 
loved to mingle with God's poorest 
people at least during the Divine ser- 
vices in Church, where the last shall 
be first and the first last. 

She was 80 years old when she 
started on the long trip to Jerusalem 
filled with a fond desire to discover 
| the cross on which our Blessed Re- 
_deemer suffered and died. It was a 
long and tedious task, but at last, 
three crosses were found on Mt. Cal- 
vary. The nails and the lettering on 
the cross, were also discovered at that 
time. 

It was not easy to decide which 
was the True Cross, so Bishop Mac- 
‘arius ordered that the three crosses 
be touched by a woman who had an 
‘incurable disease. When the third 
leross was applied, the woman arose 
| perfectly healed. St. Helen was very 
‘happy and built a beautiful church 
on Calvary to contain the precious re- 
lics. 

Emperor Constantine was attacked 
by the powerful army of Maxentius. 
The Emperor was so worried that he 
fell to his knees and asked the cruci- 
fied One whom his mother Helen a. 
dored, to help him. At noonday a 
cross in the clear heavens was seen 
by his army, and under it these words; 
“Through this sign thou shalt con- 
quer.” Constantine made an army 
standard, like the cross he had seen, 
and OF he it before~ his troops 
marched to victory. 

Shortly after this, St. Helen re- 
turned from Jerusalem and Rome, and 
she died in the year 328. It was the 
giory of St. Helen’s life to find the 
True Cross, yet many who profess 
Christianity are ashamed of the Cross 
of Christ.
